Dear Mr. King: 

This is in response to your Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) request to U.S. Immigration and 
Customs Enforcement (ICE), dated August 6, 2013. You have requested copies of records 
concerning ICE's Mine Resistant Ambush Protected (MRAP) vehicles. 

Your request has been processed under the provisions of the FOIA, 5 U.S.C. § 552. A search of the 
ICE National Firearms and Tactical Training Unit (NFTTU) was conducted for records that would 
be responsive to your request. Our search identified two documents totaling five pages. After 
review, I have determined that portions of those documents will be withheld pursuant to Exemption 
7(E) of the FOIA as described below. 

ICE has applied FOIA Exemptions 7(E) to protect from disclosure descriptions of the allocation and 
distribution of ICE law enforcement resources as well as descriptions of the capabilities of those 
resources. 

FOIA Exemption 7(E) protects records compiled for law enforcement purposes, the release of 
which would disclose techniques and/or procedures for law enforcement investigations or 
prosecutions, or would disclose guidelines for law enforcement investigations or prosecutions if such 
disclosure could reasonably be expected to risk circumvention of the law. I have determined that 
disclosure of certain law enforcement sensitive information contained within the responsive records 
could reasonably be expected to risk circumvention of the law. Additionally, the techniques and 
procedures at issue are not well known to the public. 

You have the right to appeal ICE's determination. Should you wish to do so, send your appeal and a 
copy of this letter to: U.S. Immigration Customs Enforcement, Office of Principal Legal Advisor, 
U.S. Department of Homeland Security, Freedom of Information Office, 500 12 th Street, S.W., Stop 
5009 Washington, D.C. 20536-5009, following the procedures outlined in the DHS regulations at 6 
C.F.R. § 5.9. Your appeal must be received within 60 days of the date of this letter. Your envelope 
and letter should be marked "FOIA Appeal."
